BAKERS’ STRIKE 
PUTS CITY ON “RATIONS.” 


With Daily Supply Million and Half Loaves Short, 
Employees Cling to Original Demands for Increased 
Wages and Shorter Hours—Governmerg is Watching 
for Evidence of Foreign-en emy Instigation. 


HICAGO, May 1.—Negotiations 
between Chicago's striking ba- 
> kers and the bread manufac- 
turers had reached a deadlock to- 
night, and as a result housewives 
were forced to what amounted to 
war rations of bread and flour. 

An inspection trip to groceries 
and hospitals by Dr. John D. Reb- 
ertson, City Health Commissioner * 
disclosed that grocers were selling 
only about two loaves of bread to 
each household and flour only for 
immediate needs, the maximum 
sales being twenty-five pounds. 
With almost 100 bakeries, among 
them the largest in the city, closed 
as a result of the strike, and the 
daily bread supply about 1,500,000 
loaves short, the strikers apparently 
were clinging to their original de- 
mands for increased wages, shorter 
hours and the right to approve or 
dismiss baking foremen, but the em- 
ployers were firm in their refusal 
to grant them. 

Some hope of a settlement was 
expressed as a result of the expect- 
ed arrival here of Frank Morrison, 
secretary of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, to inquire into the 
failure of the strikers to observe the 
promise to refrain from strikes dur- 
ing the war.

Captain of Detectives George

dered the city combed until every 
suspicious Chinaman is arrested. At 
a late hour last night the detective 
bureau at headquarters. was filled 
with suspects, and it is the intention 
of the police to hold all cofinected 
with either tong. 

TWO SLAIN. 
The tong war originated in Port- 


of lottery rights, with the subsequent

WOMEN’S CHARGE. 


COLONIZATION COMPANY SUED 


BY PENNSYLVANIANS.

The Misses Reiter and Christy al- 
lege that the $1000 check given by 
Mr. Foster was never cashed, that 
he paid nothing and did not intend 
to. It is also claimed that the 
check was destroyed by Mr. Wites- 
man or returned.

It is unfair to accuse middlemen alone of 
an advance in prices. The merchants of 
Los Angeles, for instance, are almost a unit 
in denouncing an advance, and many of 
them have gradually sold their stocks in 
hand to thefr regular customers at former 
prices, and ask higher prices only for 
goods. 
It may de well for the government to es- 
tablish a maximum price for flour, meal, 
potatoes, salted meats, sugar and canned 
goods, and make it a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by fine and imprisonment to exact 
from purchasers who are consumers more 
than the maximum price. Consumers might 


be limited by law in their purehases to 


a month’s or a fortnigut's supply, and the 
government might be authorized to seite ex- 
cessive supplies of stored food and sell them 
in limited quantities at fixed prices giv- 
ing the proceeds of sale to the owner— 
less his fine. 

Certainly one speculating in food prod- 
ucts by locking them up in storage ware- 
houses, with the intent to extort exorbi- 
tant prices for them when food storage 
becomes acute, is a public enemy and 
should be treated as such. 

When the new crop of potatoes is dug 
and the new flelds of wheat are harvested 


The Santa Fe Railroad has announced 


that it will pay all employees not members 


of the four brotherhoods, and not already 
receiving $5000 a year or more, 10 per 


of the country paid for sisal $4,000,000 more 
in the summer of 1916 than they paid in 
the summer of 1915, and they stand to pay 
$10,000,000 more this summer than they 
paid last summer. 

Eighty per cent. of all the sisal in the 
world is raised in Yucatan. Formerly the 
source of fiber supply was the Philippines, 
India,» New Zealand and German East 


Zealand and the loss of East Africa by Ger- 
many practically put an end to the cultiva- 
tion of sisal there. 

In the meantime, notwithstanding the 
revolution in Mexico, the American de- 
mand for sisal induced increased raising of 
henequen in Yucatan until it has become 
the chief industry there. Its planters or- 
ganized the “Commision Reguladora del 
Mercada de Henequen” to buy and sell 
henequen. In 1915 the Carranza govern- 
ment induced all planters of henequen to 
sign a contract to turn over to this com- 
pany their crop, for which they were to 
receive 4 cents a pound. This concern was 
speedily backed by two American bankers 
with a credit of $10,000,000 at 6 per cent. 
for a five-year period. From backers the 
Wall Street magnates soon became con- 
trolling owners in the Yucatan company. 
No sisal can be obtained except through 
its hands. 

A Congressional committee of investiga- 
tion procured by Congressman Cox of In- 


diana had before it Dr. Rendon, who rep- 


resented the company. He would not give 
an opinion as to what would be a just price 
for sisal. He gave it as his conviction that 
a man has a right to advance the price of 
a commodity and declined to give assur- 
ance as to what might be hoped for the
